However, those 
desiring seats should be there at 
7:30 P. M. sharp as no seats will 
be held. 

Invocation will be offered by 
Dr. F. Jesse Peck of the First 
A. M. E. Church. A chorus of 
a hundred colored singers will 
sing jubilee .songs. 

We trust that Dr. J. T. Hill 
who is to direct the chorus vvill 
confine the singing to plantation 
melodies as the white people who 
turn out will be anxious to hear 
them. White people rarely turn 
out to hear colored people sing 
classic music; when it comes to 
that they are equal if not superior 
to most of us. But when it comes 
to Jubilee songs we have the field 
to ourselves. By all means let 
us have the jubilee songs.

THE FOOL’S PARADISE PUTS 
ONE OVER MITCHELL 

Reading The Liberator’s account 
of the wail that went up from one 
of the officers of the Forum, be¬ 
cause certain colored carpenters 
could get nothing to do, Mr. Harry 
Mitchell, the well known promotor 
and real estate dealer, sent an order 
down there for nine colored car¬ 
penters. Mr. Mitchell recently let 
a contract for building a large 
number of modem cottages on Ins 
Lynwood Tract to a white contrac¬ 
tor, with the understanding that 
colored carpenters be employed. 
When the word that the carpenters 
were needed Monday morning at 
8 A. M. reached the paradise it 
was turned over to J. W. Coleman, 
the heavyweight “jaw smith” of 
the organization. With a look of 
solemnity on his face that would 
grace a funeral orator, Mr. Cole¬ 
man arose and delivered a lecture 
on the science of job getting. He 
told how he had frightened star¬ 
vation from the doors of 12,000 
people in the past year or two. 
After expatiating at considerable 
length upon the mystery of his 
success as a starvation swatter 
he issued orders for all job hunters 
to meet at his office early Monday 
morning and register and get cer¬ 
tificates giving them the privilege 
to kidnap work. In the mean¬ 
time, he sent word to the contrac¬ 
tor that a small brigade of carpen¬ 
ters would meet him at Lynwood 
Monday morning at 8 o’clock 
sharp, as he and the Forum had 
enough idle carpenters on hand to 
build a city. 

With every thing in readiness 
the contractor was on the ground 
at 7:30 A. M. 8 o’clock came and 
went, and 9 o’clock came but not 
a mother’s son of the Fool's Para¬ 
dise lumber spoilers had appeared 
on the scene. About that time 
Harry Mitchell began to sweat 
and “cuss,” and some of the things 
he said about the Fool’s Paradise 
and Coleman are unprintable. 
Finally at 9:30 A. M. a colored 
man with his head swathed in 
bandages approached. Thinking 
that he had been run over by an 
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automobile Mitchell and the con¬ 
tractor asked the man if they could 
be of any service to him. 

“No,” said the man, “Coleman 
sent me out here to help you build 
these houses, but I’ve got a tooth¬ 
ache.” 

“Why in h——1 did you come 
here? Why didn’t you go to a 
dentist? This ain’t no tooth pull¬ 
ing shop,” said Mitchell. Turning 
to the contractor Mitchell said: 
“Go up town and engage any car¬ 
penters you can find, I have tenants 
waiting to move into these cot¬ 
tages.” 

“Alright, Mitchell,” said the 
contractor, “unless we do better 
than this you and I will have to 
stick our toes under the Salvation 
Army’s free soup counter. 

“Turning away Mitchell said: 
“The Sojourner Truth Club cer¬ 
tainly displayed considerable tact 
when they refused to tie up with 
that bunch. Why if those fellows 
had got that contract the working 
girls of this city would have been 
grandmothers before they nailed 
the shingles on that home.” 


The paper read at the Lyceum 
last Sunday by Dr. Stovall was an 
excellent one and was highly com¬ 
mented by all who heard it.

NEGRO SOLDIERS TO STAY 


War Secretary Says He Has No 
Thought of Disbanding Negro 
Regiments. 


The President Elect is Said to 
Oppose Injustice to Any Race. 


Southern Publicity Bureau, Wash¬ 
ington, D. C.— 

Evidently the Negro press was 
misled by the dispatch emana¬ 
ting from Washington to the ef¬ 
fect that at a recent meeting of 
army officers, plans were to be 
discussed for disbanding the Ne¬ 
gro regiments of the United 
States Army. The information 
now comes from the Secretary of 
War himself, that the purpose 
of the meeting of high military 
officers was to consider the loca¬ 
tion of the various regiments 
from a tactical standpoint. Just 
now, the various elements of the 
U. S. Army are arranged upon a 
geographical basis. It is now 
hoped to place them so that in 
cases of emergency they can be 
mobilized or brought together 
with the least loss of time and 
efficiency. The Secretary also 
intimates that the matter of dis¬ 
banding Negro regiments would 
necessarily be one for congress 
to consider, as that doby created 
them The Secretary expressed 
very high opinion of the efficien¬ 
cy and valor of the Negro as a 
soldier. 

It is also reported from excel¬ 
lent authority that President¬ 
elect Wilson has indicated in no 
uncertain manner, that he does 
not propose to be a party to any 
movement that shall bring about 
injustice to any race or class of 
people in the United States.

Unfortunately, in a crisis like 
this, the men who are the least 
qualified are usually the most 
persistent in demanding that they 
be put in charge. The fact thaf 
they haven't been in the state 
long enough to vote, or have had 
no practical experience, cuts no 
figure; they rush right in heedless 
of the consequences, if they can 
qnly advertise themselves or their 
business. 

Thus far, the first and only 
name publicly mentioned in this 
connection as a suitable person to 
represent the Negroes at the State 
capitol, is the editor of this journal. 
Mr. William Prince, a prominent 
citizen of Pasadena and Southern 
California who has taken an active 
part in the politics of this State 
for many years, strongly urged 
the sending of the editor of this 
journal at a meeting of the colored 
citizens held on Thursday, Jan. 
30. The continuous struggle kept 
up by the editor of this journal 
during , nearly twenty years for 
the advancement of the colored 
citizens, is well known to every 
intelligent colored man who has 
been a citizen of the state any con¬ 
siderable length of time, The 
editor is, therefore, no stranger 
to the prominent people of the 
State. 

Then, too, the editor of this 
journal has been a persistent advo¬ 
cate-of independent .voting on the 
part of the colored voters. This 
has not only given him a wide 
acquaintance with the different 
political leaders of the state, but 
has been productive of much good 
to the Negro. In this crisis the 
Negroes will need the friendship 
of the broad minded men of all 
parties. 

This, however, is up to the 
people. The editor's loyalty to 
the Negroes and good government 
is well known. His fight has been 
one of principle and not for gain 
or notoriety. And no matter 
what happens as long as there are 
battlesdo be fought for the advance¬ 
ment of the Negroes and the pro¬ 
tection of their rights he will he 


found as ever, on the firing line.
